able that 25-lb. cows would become 
common, especially when the year 
1900 was signalized by the 26-lb. rec- 
ord of a junior 3-yr-old, Katy Spofford 
Corona. 

It may be worth while to follow 
through the succession of records that 
have handed down to the present time 
the World’s Championship in official 
7-day butter test. The 26.67 lb. record 
of Netherland Hengerveld stood un- 
beaten from May, 1896, until January, 
1901 (almost five years), when Lilith 
Pauline De Kol, a granddaughter of : 
De Kol 2d, raised the high mark to 
28.24 lb., and this she did as a junior 
4-yr-old. Ten months later, in Novem- 
ber, 1901, Mercedes Julip’s Pietertje 
won the World’s Championship with 
her record of 29.36 lb. By that time 
Holstein-Friesian prophets were com- 
mencing to predict the future possibil- 
ity of a 30-lb. record, but the public 
.was hardly prepared for such a reve- 
lation when Sadie Vale Concordia, in 
February, 1903, realized the almost un- 
believable achievement of producing 
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30.64 lb. butter in a week. Little more 
than a year had passed, however, 
when in March, 1904, Aaggie Cornuco- 
pia Pauline, as a senior 4-yr-old, raised 
the World’s Record for cow of any age 
to 34.32 lb. One year passed and an- 
other without increasing this record, 
and the laurels of Aaggie Cornucopia 
Pauline seemed perfectly secure until 
February, 1907, when Colantha 4th’s 
Johanna aroused the world with her 
eolossal record of 35.22 lb. Other large 
records followed in rapid succession, 
but the Championship was not won 
from Colantha 4th’s Johanna during 
the next year or the next, and it was

her pre-eminence with a record of 
38.03 lb., but her triumph was of short 
duration, for the following June, Val- 
dessa Scott 2d crossed the boundary 
hardly before dreamed of, and at- 
tained the mark of 41.88 lb. butter in 
a week. 

Within six months the 40-lb. mark 
had been crossed again, this time by 
Johanna De Kol Van Beers (40.07 Ib), 
and in ten months the World’s Record 
had been shattered by K. P. Pontiac 
Lass, with the almost unbelievable 
yield of 44.18 lb. She continued her 
great work, annexing every champion- 
ship up to one hundred days.

We have read with much interest 
Mr. F. H. Stevens’ article in the “H.-F. 
World” of Feb. 28 on the “Color Fad,” 
and agree with his conclusion that it 
is the cow that is important, not the 
markings. For our part we have nev- 
er endorsed the white fad, though our 
bulls have been light in color, and we 
would be equally sorry to see the pen- 
dulum swing the other way just be- 
cause the three “40-lb” cows happen 
to be dark, as painted out by Mr. Ste- 
vens. 
and extremes; to let the pendulum 
stop “swinging,” and to let it hang 
midway between black and white— 
for that’s “Holstein.” 

While there are many wonderful 
cows that are dark, there are many 
others among the greatest of the great 
—some might even rank them, all 
things considered, higher than the 
“forty pounders’—that are “mostly 
white.” For example, Pontiac Clo- 
thilde De Kol 2d, with her three times 
thirty seven-day records, her 145-lb. 
30-day and 1271-lb. semi-official rec- 
ords. Surely as “great” a cow as the 
only one that leads her in semi-official, 
Banostine Belle De Kol, a dark one. 
Take the three generations of 700-lb. 
cows pictured in the same number of 
your paper: May Echo, 31.34 lb. at 
11 years, 1042 lb. 1 year—nearly 
white; May Echo Sylvia, 33.94 lb— 
“mostly white;” and May Echo Ver- 
belle, 27.15 lb—the darkest of the 
three, with markings approaching the 
typical evenness of color. Who would 
claim that it was because of the num- 
ber of black hairs that the latter has 
not equalled the others in butter ? 
Who would claim that Lieuwkje Lyn- 
feld Pleasant Valley Kate, 36.15 Ib. 
recently reported, almost entirely 
white, would have been a greater cow 
if she had more black—or a shorter 
name ? 

Our own “best” cow, by A. R. O. 
records, happens to be somewhat 
more black than white. Our best pros- 
pect, now a 25-lb. junior three, is her 
daughter, sired by a light colored and 
very prepotent sire, is very largely 
white. We look to breeding, combina- 
tion of desirable blood lines, individu- 
al and record excellence, and take 
color as it comes. 

It may be of interest in connection 
with the reference in Mr. Stevens arti- 
cle to the great transmitting power 
of De Kol 2d passed through her sons 
to her descendants, and in reference 
to her picture accompanying the arti- 
cle, to cite an instance of how her 
characteristic markings have reap- 
peared in several of her greatgrand- 


It will be well to avoid all fads. 
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daughters, of which we have a con- 
siderable number at Auray Farms. 

Our senior sire, Mutual Pietertje 
Paul, is a strictly line-bred—not in- 
bred—De Kol 2d bull, being her grand- 
son through his sire and also tracing 
directly and closely to her through 
his other grandam and through both 
grandsires. He is largely white 
(much like her other grandson, the 
great Hengerveld De Kol), with black 
ears, black on neck, and some spots 
on sides. We have now, in addition 
to a number of older daughters, three 
heifer calves sired by him that are 
“ringers” on De Kol 2d, being so 
nearly alike that, except for slight dif- 
ference in size because of some dif- 
ference in age, no one could tell them 
apart without close comparison, side 
by side, each being nearly white, with 
black ears and a few small spots on 
neck and sides—miniature De Kol 
2d’s. One was from a fairly white 
dam, and the other two from dams a 
trifle more black than white, showing 
the prepotency of the sire and the 
persistent power of the De Kol 2d 
blood. 

The blood of the old foundation 
cows, carried down by line breeding, 
mingled only with well-considered 
blood lines, does tell today. Think of 
the great cows, now making good, 
that are str6éng in De Kol 2d blood. 
And so in respect to Prilly, Blanche 
Lyons, Belle Korndyke, and other 
great foundation cows, that herein lies 
a lesson: The man who pins his faith 
to a bull just because his dam is a 
thirty or forty-pound cow, with his 
eyes filled by that record only and 
blind to blood lines, conformation, in- 
dividuality and performance of an- 
cestors, like the man who chases any 
other fad, color fad or what not, is 
headed toward disappointment — or 
else there is no truth in the science 
and principles of breeding. 

We appreciate this article of Mr. 
Stevens, and those of Mr. Hastings 
and Mr. Prescott which have appeared 
in the World, and hope to read many 
more of them.

Hold Annual Meeting. 


The Third Annual Meeting of The 
West Michigan Holstein Breeders was 
held in the Board of Trade rooms in 
Grand Rapids, on Wednesday, Febru- 
ary 4th, 1914. 

The meeting was called to order by 
the President, M. W. Willard, and the 
minutes of the December meeting 
were read and approved. 

President Willard in his annual ad- 
dress spoke words of encouragement 
to the members of the association and 
offered several valuable suggestions. 

Prospects for the “Third West 
Michigan Holstein Breeders June 
Consignment Sale” was discussed by 
E. W. MeNitt and others, and about 
forty head of cattle were pledged by 
different breeders for this sale. 

A nominating committee, consisting 
of Judge Williams of Allegan, Peter 
Buth of Grand Rapids, and Fred 
Curtis of Lake Odessa was then ap- 
pointed by President Willard, after 
which the meeting was adjourned for 
the noon hour. 

The afternoon session was called to 
order about one o’clock and the sec- 
retary and treasurer’s report was read 
and accepted. This report showed a 
balance on-hand of $84.65. 

The Secretary and Treasurer was 
then voted a salary of $50.00 for his 
services for the year 1913. 

The report of the Nominating Com- 
mittee was then called for and upon 
Mr. C. Hunsberger of Grand Rapids 
declining the nomination for the Pres- 
idency of the Association, the report 
was referred back to the Committee 
for further consideration. 

H. E. Rising of Woodland then gave 
a talk on “What One Registered Hol- 
stein Cow. Has Done in Profitable Milk 
Production for the Condensed Milk 
Factory.” This cow’s milk product 
had been sold at the Lake Odessa Con- 
densed Milk Factory during the past 
year, and had netted her owner 
$227.36, after all expenses of hauling 
were paid. 

A. R. Harrington of Grand Rapids 
then gave an excellent talk on “The 
Registered Holstein-Friesian Sire as a 
Factor in Eliminating the Unprofitable 
Cow from the Michigan Dairy Herds.” 

An interesting general discussion 
followed, after which the Nominating 
Committee made their report and 
the following officers were elected for 
the ensuing year: President, Arthur 
Clarke of Alto; vice-president, Elmer 
McCoy of Grand Rapids; secretary 
and treasurer, W. R. Harper of Mid- 
dleville; executive committee of five

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members, H. H. Stroud of Hopkins, 
H. E. Rising of Woodland, B. E. Hardy 
of Owosso, T. J. Blanchard of Sand 
Lake, P. Buth of Grand Rapids. 

W. R. Harper of Middleville was 
then elected Sales Manager for the 
June Consignment Sale, and a sale 
committee consisting of F. D. Cutler

McNitt of Grand Rapids, were chosen 
to assist him. 

Dr. Clark Hays of Detroit, field man 
for the federal bureau, then gave a

plete eradication of tuberculosis from 
their herds. 

It is the purpose of the leading Hol- 
stein breeders of West Michigan to 
have sound herds which are absolutely 
free from tuberculosis, and where buy- 
ers can come and secure sound healthy 
animals, knowing that they are 


going to get value received, which 
they buy and pay for.

for Systematic Tuberculin Testing.” 

Dr. Hays gave a plain common 
sense talk on Bovine Tuberculosis and 
showed how it developed m a herd, 
and how it was a progressive, infec- 
tious and contagious disease, which 
was to be feared by the pure bred 
cattle breeder, but which could be 
readily overcome by systemati¢ and 
eareful tuberculin testing. The Doc- 
tor then outlined the plan of Govern- 
ment supervision of herds, and stated 
that the Federal Bureau in Michigan 
was working in absolute harmony 
with the State Live Stock Sanitary 
Commission. He then read a Govern- 
ment contract blank which the breed- 
ers would be required to sign when 
entering into this plan of Government 
supervision of their herds. 

An interesting general discussion 
on the bovine tuberculosis problem fol- 
lowed, after which seventeen West 
Michigan Holstein breeders signed 


Michigan Holstein Breeders Hold An- 
nual Meeting. 

The Annual Meeting of the Mich- 
igan State Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion which was recently held at the 
Michigan Agricultural College at East 
Lansing was one of the largest and 
most interesting Holstein breeders’ 
meetings ever held in the State of 
Michigan. 

The evening before the meeting a 
Holstein breeders’ banquet was held 
at the Masonic Temple in Lansing at 
which plates were laid for one hun- 
dred fifty guests and refreshments 
served. Hon. Frank W. Williams of 
Allegan acted as toastmaster and 
toasts on very interesting topics were 
responded to by Mayor J. G. Reutler 
of Lansing, Alton F. Roberts of Mar- 
quette, M. W. Willard of Grand Rapids, 
Mark B. Curdy of Howell, and W. E. 
Fellows of Flint, after which several 
impromptu toasts were called for and 


structive and was enjoyed by about 
two hundred Holstein breeders. 

The regular annual meeting was 
called to order in the large lecture 
room in the Agricultural building at 
ten o’clock by President H. W. Norton 
Jr. of Howell. The minutes of the 
last annual meeting were read and ap- 
proved, after which President Norton 
read a most excellent “Annual Ad- 
dress” in which he made numerous 
recommendations to the Association 
which were later included by the Res- 
olution Committee in their report and 
which were unanimously adopted. The 
most important of these recommend- 
ations were that the Michigan Hol-

interest in Holstein entries at the 
Michigan State Fairs and a policy of 
increasing premiums in the milk and 
butter contests where awards were 
given to Michigan Holstein cows. The 
secretary and treasurer then made his 
annual report. Committees were ap- 
pointed by President Norton, and then 
secretaries of the different local Hol- 
stein Breeders Associations in the 
state gave reports of their associa- 
tions. The meeting was then adjourn- 
ed for the noon hour. 

The afternoon session was called to 
order at one o’clock and the Com- 
mittee Reports called for and officers 
for the ensuing year were elected. 
H. W. Norton Jr. of Howell was re- 
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stein steers sold for beef there that 
brought their owners $150 apiece. Dr. 
George W. Dumphy, State Veterinarian 
of Michigan, then gave a talk on “Mich- 
igan State Live Stock Laws and a 
Few Friendly Suggestions to Hol- 
stein Breeders.” The Doctor told how 
the Michigan State Laws protected 
the cattle interests of the State by 
keeping out diseased cattle, and how 
no cattle were allowed to enter the 
State that had not been carefully Tu- 
berculin tested by a competent grad- 
uate veterinarian and certificate of 
health made out in triplicate and 
countersigned by the State Veterinari- 
an of the state from which the cattle 
were shipped, one copy of this certi-

Nearly two hundred enthusiastic 
breeders of the Black and Whites 
gathered at an all-day meeting of the 
Chester County Holstein Breeders’ 
Association held at Kennett Square, 
Penna., on Saturday, February 28. The 
morning session was devoted to busi- 
ness, the most important subjects be- 
ing the encouragement of official test- 
ing and of larger exhibits at the local 
fairs. It was decided to award trophy 
cups to the Grand Champion male and 
female at the West Chester Fair in 
1914; also a Championship cup for the 
largest 7-day butter record made by a 
member_of the Association during the 
year. 

The report of a census recently tak- 
en by the Secretary showed nearly 
500 registered cows and heifers, 90 
pure-bred bulls, and 800 grade cows 
and heifers owned by the members.

When a body of 
breeders in one 
community decide 
on a course of ac- 
tion and agree to faithfully follow it 
out, it seems as though splendid re- 
sults must be accomplished. 

Seventeen West Michigan breeders 
have signed contracts placing their 
herds under Federal supervision with 
the object of completely eradicating 
tuberculosis from that section. Michi- 
gan is notably free from this disease, 
and this makes the task of these 
breeders less arduous, for presum- 
ably they have reasonably clean herds 
to start with, and the dangers from 
outside infection are minimized. But 
these natural advantages must not be 
allowed to cause any relaxation in the 
vigilance with which their fight is 
carried on, for at best tuberculosis is 
an uncertain proposition. Just when 
you think you haveit entirely elimin- 
ated, out it will crop, which is, to sar 
the least, discouraging. 

For instance one herd that has 
come to our knowledge, while not un- 
der Federal supervision, is maintained 
under exactly as strict regulations, 
every new purchase being placed in 
quarantine until passing a perfect test 
on the farm and the entire herd being 
annually tested. In addition, every

sanitary precaution is taken, and yet, 
after several years without a reactor, 
a recent test necessitated the with. 
drawal of nearly a half-dozen head. 

Another large herd has been under 
Federal supervision for several years 
apparently with the most satisfactory 
results. Yet, as the result of a recent 
test, it was necessary to pick out and 
discard close to thirty animals. 

In view of these and numerous simi- 
lar instances which could be cited, it 
seems hardly safe to be too confident 
in the matter of complete eradication 
of tuberculosis. We wish the West 
Michigan breeders every success in 


their undertaking, however, and be- 
lieve it cannot fail to be attended with 
good results, as the danger of the dis- 
ease will be reduced to the minimum, 
and the consequent advertising benefit 
to the community can hardly be over- 
estimated. M. S. P.
